Truman’s Two Purposes. 

Administration strategy in 
meeting MacArthur’s  headon 
challenge—as it is now being de- 
veloped under White House lead- 
ership—is understood to be de- 
signed to accomplish two pur- 
poses: 

1. To convince a majority of 
Congress and, public, opinion 
that MacArthur’s key®proposals 
to seek an eariy victory in the 
Korean war by taking new mili- 
tary measures against Red 
China actually would create a 
serious danger of setting off 
World War III.

GENERAL PAY RISE UPHELD

SYDNEY, Australia, April 2 
(AP)—The Federal Arbitration 
Court today gave practically every 
Australian worker a rise in pay 
to help meet soaring living costs. 
The award set new basic wages, 
a minimum rate that differs from 
city to city. Sydney workers won 
a seven shilling increase, increas- 
ing the basic wage for men to 
nine pounds ($20.25) and for 
women to six pounds 15 shillings 
($15.20).

Maragon got started on a de- 
scription of his venture into the 
field of big-time foreign trading 
yesterday. He is scheduled to re- 
sume his testimony before the 
committee next Monday.

He said yesterday that he be- 
came a partner in the Trans- 
America Trading Co. along with 
John L. Stewart of Baltimore, 
Alland Braithwaite, a Britisher, 
and George Dawson, also Brit- 
ish, who dealt in war surplus. 

He said he pulled out after 
learning that Dawson and his as- 
sociates in Paris “had criminal 
records.” He said he learned of

hotel suite here. 

A silver plaque in the 10-room 
presidential suite at the Waldorf- 
Astoria towers records that the 
Council of Foreign Ministers met 
there from Nov. 4 to Dec. 12, 
1946, to agree on a treaty with 
Italy, Romania, Bulgaria, Hun- 
gary and Finland. 

The luxurious suite is on the 
thirty-seventh floor. It takes up 
an entire wing of the hotel and 
has windows that look out north, 
south, east and west. It has only 
one entrance, which makes it easy 
for guards to keep out inquisitive 
persons. 

The suite normally rents for 
$130 a day. Although hotel of-

1, The United States withdraws 
its troops from Korea, and the 
Government adopts the policy 
that South Korea is neither mili- 


tarily defensible nor strategically 
essential. Given the nature of 


the American state, it was in- 
evitable that this policy should 
become known to the Kremlin. 
Given the nature of the Soviet 
state, the Korean aggression was 
then also inevitable. 

2. Faced with the reality of 
aggression rather than an imag- 
inary contingency, the United 
States Government instantly, and 
inevitably, recognized that suc- 
cessful aggression in Korea would 
lead straight to disaster. With 
almost unanimous national sup- 
port, Truman committed Ameri- 
can power to Korea. 

3. Sooner or later, American 
power was sure to destroy the 
power of the North Koreans. 
Once this was done, the militarily 
meaningless line of the Thirty- 
eighth parallel was sure to be 
crossed. 

4. Given both the fears and the 
ambitions which Communist doc- 
trine engenders, it was then at 
least logical that the Chinese 
Communists should intervene. It 
was logical that surprise and nu- 
merical superiority should give 
the Chinese initially a great mili- 
tary advantage. It was logical 
also that mobility, fire power, 
and air domination, all of which 
the Chinese lacked, should 
then swing the military advantage 
against the Communists. 

5. It was then logical that the 
Soviets should try to make up 
these deficiencies, by supplying 
the missing components for a 
successful offensive — transport,

7. Having once extended the 
war to Chinese territory, it will 
then be logical to hit Chinese sup- 
piy lines and even cities; to block- 
ade the China coast; to support 
the Nationalists; and to take all 
the other steps which MacArthur 
favors. Again, as Truman and 
MacArthur know, elaborate plans 
for doing all these things, if they 
become necessary, have been 
made. 

8. This will be the great turning 
point. Judging from the Chinese 
precedent, the Russians will then 
intervene, whether openly or in 
some thin disguise. 

This will lead to a third World 
War. 

It is President Truman’s posi- 
tion that somewhere between Five 
and Six, or at least between Six 
and Seven, this deadly chain of 
logic can be broken, but he does 
not say at all how this is to be 
done. .

Gen. MacArthur’s Case 


Gen. MacArthur before Congress evoked in 
support of his views on Korean policy all the 
emotions aroused by his homecoming and the 
admiration due to a distinguished military ca- 
reer. He played upon the nation’s feelings. In 
effect, he asked the nation because it sympa 
thized with him to agree with him. He used his 
dramatic talents to seek a verdict from a jury 
gripped by tempestuous passions. 

The jury’s duty, however, is to reach its ver- 
dict the hard way—by reason, by a measured 
judgment of the national interest. As the pas- 
sions ebb, it becomes increasingly clear that 
Gen. MacArthur gave his own answer to him- 
self. 

In describing the consequences of China's in- 
tervention in Korea, he said a new situation had 
been created which “called for new decisions in 
the diplomatic sphere.” In recounting his advo- 
cacy of military policies to expand the war, he 
said “I have constantly called for the new politi- 
cal decisions essential to a solution.”

Gen. MacArthur. said these decisions have not 
been forthcoming. It would have been more 
accurate to say that the decisions have been 
made, in the political and diplomatic sphere 
where they must be made, and that they have 
gone against him. 

The basic decision was, as President Truman 
expressed it last week, that “we do not want to 
see the conflict in Korea extended. We are 
trying to prevent a world war, not to start one.” 

The decision was, as Gen. Bradley, chairman 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, expressed it this 
week, that “any recommended course of action 
which would enlarge the present war is con- 
trary to our best interests, and by jeopardizing 
world peace, ultimately would threaten our 
security.” 

om om . 

As he appeared before Congress, Gen. Mac- 
Arthur was appealing from that verdict of his 
civilian and military superiors. There had been 
much speculation that he. would disprove the 
charge of insubordination, but he did not even 
try. Unlike Gen. Bradley, who said “conduct of 
foreign affairs is a civilian responsibility,” Gen. 
MacArthur summoned all his prestige to sup- 
port his own view of how those affairs should be 
conducted. 

Essentially, his view is that the nation is at 
war and that “in war there is no substitute for 
victory.” President Truman, Gen. Bradley and 
the other responsible architects of policy would 
agree that in war there is no substitute for vic- 
tory, but they would deny that the nation is at 
war. Rather the nation is trying to avoid war; 
it is fighting a defensive battle on behalf of the 
United Nations, not an offensive war for the 
total destruction of an enemy. What would be 
an appropriate military policy for the latter situ- 
ation is not an appropriate political policy for 
the former. 

Gen. MacArthur sought to give the impression 
that “from a military standpoint” the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff agree with him that Manchuria 
should be bombed, Chiang Kai-shek landed on 
the mainland, and China blockaded. Perhaps 
they would agree if the only considerations 
were military, but Gen. Bradley has made it 
more than clear that on a higher plane “our 
foreign policy and our military policy are 
united” on the course of containing rather than 
expanding the war.

As a soldier, Gen. MacArthur loathes a mili- 
tary stalemate. He wants no less than total vic- 
tory in Korea. All of us would prefer that, but 
a Korean victory purchased at the cost of deep 
military involvement on the Chinese mainland 
would be no victory. And when it comes to 
Gen. MacArthur’s belief that. we could expand 
the war just enough to suit our own purposes 
without entangling ourselves in an endless Asi- 
atic conflict, all he really offers in support of 
that belief is his personal hunch that the Chi- 
nese are already fully engaged, and that the 
Russians would not choose to intervene directly. 

It cannot be forgotten that last fall Gen. Mac- 
Arthur also had a hunch that the Chinese would 
not intervene. As he was unable then to limit 
the war just short of the Yalu, why should it be 
supposed that he could limit it now just on the 
other side? 

Gen. MacArthur has had his day—a colorful, 
dramatic, emotion-charged day. Now the na- 
tion’s task is to get on with the job of building 
peace. For that we need reason, prudence, 
thoughtful assessment of the total world prob-

Who Was Lax? 

Madison county—the place where gamblers 
have operated on due payment of fines, or some- 
times without even that—began its latest grand 
jury inquiry with some fanfare, 23 jury mem- 
bers and a special prosecutor.

issue. It would also help if the association 
measured such issues by more than a single, nar- 
row standard. 

Just a little more thought could keep it from 
decisions so adverse to the best interests of the 
Negroes in the community as the stand against 
the proposed $17,230,000 school bond issue. This 
has just been announced by Henry T. Reams, 
president of N.A.A.C.P.’s local branch. In a 
statement which is both misleading and inflam- 
matory, he said that the association is against 
the bonds because they would help to perpetu- 
ate segregation in the public schools. 

This misses the whole truth by a pretty wide 
margin. Actually, the bond issue will not affect 
segregation one way or the other. But it is 
worth remembering that the Citizens’ Commit- 
tee which suggested the bonds also spoke out 
firmly on the high cost of segregation—and in 
one and the same report. 

The record of the Post-Dispatch on behalf of 
the welfare and the rights of the Negro popula- 
tion of St. Louis is of long standing and wide 
knowledge. We have not supported segregation, 
and we have acclaimed legislative and judicial 
efforts to eliminate it. So we feel that we can 
say with a clear conscience that the N.A.A.C.P. 
is making a grave mistake. 

While the end of segregation, naturally, will 
always be the goal of Negroes and their friends, 
there are many social improvements which 
should be achieved short of this goal, if neces- 
sary. One of the most important of these cer- 
tainly is better education for the Negro children 
of the community. And here the bond issue 
would be a big help. 

The N.A.A.C.P. apparently is willing to see 
the evil conditions in our schools continued in- 
definitely. It even seems content to see them 
worsen. It took a similar attitude toward slum 
clearance and better low rental housing. Do its 
leaders subscribe to the perverted notion that 
improvement can be achieved only by letting 
decay run its full course? Do the Negroes of 
St. Louis really want to condemn themselves to 
a declining way of life for the sake of such an 
ideology? 

We do not believe it. Instead, we feel, they 
will seize every opportunity to improve their 
lot. They will help to build a better community 
whenever they have a chance. They will take 
the road to progress, step by step. So, we trust, 
the great majority of them will support the 
school bond issue. And in this, we are with 
them. 
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Vandenberg and Greatness 

The most dramatic development in the career 
of Senator Arthur Vandenberg—and the one 
which now commands the greatest attention— 
was his postwar shift from isolationism to a 
strong faith in collective security. The paradox 
at which other men still wonder is that the man 
who fought the League of Nations should have 
become one of the architects of the United 
Nations. 

Senator Vandenberg himself acknowledged 
that he had “progressively developed a very 
liberal sympathy with many objectives that once 
were anathema to me.” Yet there is less of 
contradiction and inconsistency here than there 
may seem to be. We doubt whether there was 
much of a change, if any, in the Senator’s funda- 
mental hopes for the world. 


He was essentially a man of peace. This was 
true early as well as late. The difference came 
in his beliefs in the methods by which peace 
might be maintained. At one time, he believed 
that this might be accomplished, at least for his 
fellow citizens, by keeping the United States 
out of the world’s wars. Later he came to see 
that the more effective method was a joint ef- 
fort of the United States and other nations to 
prevent such wars. 


His support of the United Nations, the Tru- 


- man Doctrine, the Marshall plan and the other 


details of the bipartisan foreign policy followed*® 
logically. It was tremendously important that 
he had the clarity of mind to see this and to 
work courageously for the materialization of his 
broadened dream. In his case, intellectual hon- 
esty rose above fixed ideas, old prejudices and 
partisan opportunism. 

It is such wisdom—no more and no less— 
which makes a man great enough to be worthy 
of a place in the high councils of the nation. 
The loss of such a man is a great loss. And it 
is sad, infinitely sad, that there are today so 
few Arthur Vandenbergs on Capitol Hill. 
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More Gas Tax, and Then? 


Out of admitted fear that a 2-cent gasoline tax 
increase might not be approved, and despite 
acknowledgment that it is needed, the Missouri 
House voted 100 to 26 to perfect a bill for only 
a l-cent increase. The fate of the state’s good 
roads program now depends largely on two 
other measures. 

One of these is a bill to impose higher fees 
and a mileage mill tax on trucks and busses. 
It should be passed for two reasons. One is 
that heavy haulers have not paid a fair share of 
More- 
over, the increased fees would supply all but 
about $3,000,000 of the annual revenue lost by 
cutting the gas tax increase down to 1 cent. 

A third part of the highway legislation is the 
Quinn bill, to double the size of the four-man 
Highway Commission and destroy non-political 
appointment of department employes. It should 
be killed in a hurry. Mayor Darst wired a Sen- 
ate hearing in defense of the present non- 
partisan highway establishment. Former Gov. 
Stark asserted that the Quinn bill would “open 
the way for political log-rolling and maneuver-

How Safe Is Railroad Travel? 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Accidents are more common than the average passenger would 
suppose; but still a passenger had a 20,000,000-to-1 chance to 
arrive at destination safely in 1949; safety devices can minimize 
man-failures, which may be attacked by training, vigilance. 


Robert S. Bird in the New York Herald Tribune : 


_ The train traveling public has been get- 
ting a modicum of education on railroad 
safety recently as the result of official in- 
vestigations of the two Long Island Rail- 
road disasters and the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road’s Woodbridge wreck. 

The fact is, railroad accidents are far 
more common than the average passenger 
would suppose. But railroad travel—until 
these only partly-explained recent disas- 
ters—has been growing steadily safer over 
the years and a pas- 
senger’s chances of 


" surviving a railroad 


journey mathemati- 
cally are still better 
than excellent. 
In the last com- 
pletely reported 
year — 1948 — there 
were 8597 train ac- 
cidents. These acci- 
dents caused _ the 
death of 32 passen- 
gers, and injured 
2538 others. ' 
This represents a 
fatality rate per bil- 
lion passenger-miles 
for that year of .91, which compared with 
a fatality rate on the regularly-scheduled 
domestic airlines of 13.1. ; 
According to Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission compilations, the 1949 railroad 


’ passenger fatality rate was a record low 


figure. ‘

Men and Their Equipment 


The latest analysis of causés of train 
accidents—again 1949—blames negligence 
of employes for 3156 accidents. 


These examples ranged over a wide list 
—negligence in obeying train orders and 
signals, in the inspection of braking equip- 
ment, the handling of switches and exces- 
sive speed or lack of caution in yards or 
“permissive” signal blocks. 

They also included failure of mainte- 
nance, irresponsibility of conductors in 
supervising train movements, failure to 
observe cars or locomotives on adjacent 
tracks which had not been cleared, im- 
proper couplings, and improper handling 
of locomotives by engine crews and other 


“ causes. This last led the list of employe 


negligence examples. 
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They pointed out that when the engine- 
man of a fast-moving train suffers that 
moment of inattention that brings him 
suddenly into an emergency situation of 
life and death, he can do only one thing. 
He cannot swerve his train, he can only 
brake it. 

Braking a speeding streamliner to a safe 
emergency stop, they say, can be like fir- 
ing a piece of heavy artillery at a five- 
mile target without a chance to aim. 

The automatic train-stop, train control 
and cab signal’ devices now installed on 
14,081 miles of the nation’s 200,000 miles

The Train-Stop System 


Train-stop and train-control systems ‘are 
designed safely to reduce speed or halt a 
train when an engineer disregards the 
automatic wayside signal. The cab signal 
devices bring into the cab on a panel set 
before the engineer’s eyes the wayside 
signal that he might not have seen be- 
cause of inattention or fog. ' 

Train-stop systems in use are mainly of 
the magnetic induction type, which are 
unaffected by the weather. 

They have one disadvantage in that after 
warning the engineer by whistle that he 
has ignored a signal set against him, and 
in preparing to take automatic control of 
the train within a few seconds, the auto- 
matic feature can be forestalled by the

Train-control systems that employ the 
automatic speed control devices appear to 
most safety experts to come closest to pre- 
vention of man-failure, bmn they can- 
not be forestalled or suppressed.

GENEVA, Switzerland, April 
20 (AP) — Reports from under- 
ground sources in Czechoslovakia 
today said Noel Field, American 
mystery man of the cold war, is 
(a prisoner in dread Lubianka 


prison, where the secret police 
in Moscow holds its political 
prisoners. 

The report said Field, an Amer- 
ican intelligence agent during the 
war who long has been missing 
| béhind the Iron Curtain, was 
| taken to Prague for a period of 
two weeks, under guard, to con- 
front Vladimir Clementis, former 
| Czech Foreign Minister now fadc- 
ee ae ie Communist trial. on charges 
of Titoism (deviatioh from Stalin- 
ist Communism). 

This was between Feb. 22 and 
March 7, the reports said. Field 
was said to have been taken to 
Kolodje castle, where Clementis 
is held. There a former Czech 
acquaintance met him and spoke 
to him swiftly in whispers, quot- 
ing Field as murmuring to him: 

“I have the honor to be the 
guest of Mr. Beria in Lubianka.” 

L. P. Beria is the head of Soviet 
Russias secret police system. 

The mystery of the vanishing 


iField family has puzzled the 


Western world since early 1949. 
Noel Field’s brother, his wife and 
his adopted daughter also are 
missing somewhere behind the 
Iron Curtain. 

Field, once a State Department 
employe, joined the Unitarian 
Service Committee after the war 
to do relief work among Eastern 
European refugees. He disap- 
peared in May 1949, somewhere 
between Prague and Bratislava. 
His name was brought up in the 
Titoist trial of Lazslo Rajk, Hun- 
garian Communist Foreign Min- 
ister who was executed for Tito- 
ism, Rajk, in a “confession” at 
his trial, testified Field per- 
suaded him to become a “servant 
of American imperialism.” 

His name also was used by the 
Communists last fall in east Ger- 
many, during a purge of Commu- 
nist leaders accused of having 
connections with “the American 
spy Noel H. Field.” 

Field’s wife, Herta, went to 
Czechoslovakia in the summer of 
1949 to search for him. She dis- 
appeared. Then his brother, Her- 
man, a Cleveland architect, tried. 
He reached Warsaw in August 
1949, bought a plane ticket for 
Prague, but never arrived there. 
He never has been heard from 
since then. Mrs. Robert Wallach, 
adopted daughter of Noel Field, 
went to look for her foster father, 
and she, too, disappeared.

There is no indication what 
became of Korotchenko, just as 
there was no indication what be- 
came of Dmitri Z. Manuilsky, the 
Ukraine foreign minister who 
was the Ukraine’s delegate to the 
United Nations. Manuilsky 
dropped out of sight more than 
a@ year ago.

Spring in the Ozarks | . 
Is Slow in Coming || 
By Leonard Hall 


OWN along the creek on a high gravel bar 

Deez: one of our favorite fishing holes, stands 

a giant cottonwood tree. It is one of the 

earliest to greet even such an ungrateful spring 

as this, sending forth 

its four-inch catkins 

at the same time that 

the elms are budding. 

These two trees, per- 

haps more than any 

others, are beloved by 

the early warblers 

which come up the 

Mississippi flyway in 

great numbers and 

such confusing variety 

at this season. Whether 

the birds eat the buds 

or whether they find 

insects in these early 

flowering trees is a 

‘  hwA” thing we've never 

: ’ quite determined. It 

appears to be the former, yet when you see the 

warblers in large numbers you are almost certain 

to see hatches of small insects hovering in the air 
at the same time and in the same vicinity.

ON SUNDAY AFTERNOON, Ginnie and I had 
gone down to see whether we could catch a meal 
of minnows in the glass trap for the great blue 
heron, which seems to thrive in captivity even 
though we're afraid its wing isn’t going to knit and 
heal. Ordinarily, this is a matter of minutes; but 
when the thermometer drops to near-freezing it 
becomes a real problem. The minnows stop feed- 
ing and none can be seen in the shallows which 
they usually frequent. Then you have to search 
for new places to set the trap and hope that 
somewhere you'll find a few shiners or chubs 
either unsophisticated or hungry enough to enter 
the trap. And rainy weather is almost as bad, for 
Saline creek floods and runs muddy out of all 
proportion to its size, ind this also poses a prob- 
lem, Yet somehow, the heron has never had to go 
hungry for more than a day, and makes up for it 
by stuffing between-times.

GINNIE IS NEVER one to do a single job when MacArthur. The general (in circle) sits up on the back of his automobile and. waves 
two can be accomplished at one stroke. So on in response to the cheers of jam-packed thousands on the sidewalks. 
this occasion we took along a bucket of walnuts 
to plant in the woods beside the creek. This is a 
matter of dropping the nut into a deep cow-track, 
stamping it down well with the heel, and pulling 
a bit of extra dirt over it; and if the method 
doesn’t work, I expect we'll have to do without 
walnut trees. We planted upwards of a hundred 
in this manner and then noticed unusual activity 
going on in the big cottonwood tree. We ap- 
proached it cautiously and soon realized that there 
must be at least 50 small birds busy among the 
highest branches. Careful study through the 
binoculars identified the myrtle: warbler as the 
dominant species, but there were also palm warblers 
and perhaps even one or two others.

AVALKING ALONG THE CREEK to select pros- 
pective places for the picnic lunches we never have 
time for, we realized how changeable are our small 
Ozark streams where no conservation measureés have 
been carried out on their watersheds. Saline 
creek above our farm drains no more than three 
miles at most; yet it can flood 10 feet in a few 
hours of rain, carries millions of tons of gravel 
over a period of a few seasons and can completely 
change its course from year to year. Part of the 
problem arises with the rapid run-off from the 
granite sides of Buford Mountain, but this is a

The Authentic and the Artificial 
66 T HE THIRTEENTH LETTER,” at the MISSOURI THE- 
ATER, is an absorbing, well-made drama about the 
havoc created by 13 poison-pen letters which disrupt 
the quiet life of a small French-Canadian town, and the 
search for the author or authors, with its at- 
tendant uncovering of psychological seething 
underneath the everyday masks of its char- 
acters. 
In remaking this from a French movie, 
“The Raven,” Director Otto Preminger has 
concentrated meticulously on scene and 
characters — it was filmed in five Quebec 
towns with townspeople as extras—so it carries conviction 
and validity. ,I don’t know how its psychological motivations 
would stand up under the scrutiny of a psychiatrist, but they 
seem plausible enough to the layman. The script is erisp, 
with a slow-burning suspense, there is unusual clarity in the 
leading characters, and the interest never lets down. 

Among the characters, each ‘a victim directly or indi- 
rectly, of the letters are: Charles Boyer as a middle-aged, 
bearded and balding physician; Constance Smith as his beau- 
tiful young wife; Linda Darnell as a slightly crippled girl 
out after Michael Rennie, an expatriate English doctor with 
a past, who at first coldly rebuffs her and then feels sorry 
for her; Francoise Rosay as the mother of a war veteran 
who slashes his throat over one of the letters; and Judith 
Evelyn as a vituperative nurse. This international cast gives 
a series of well-rounded, forceful performances, so there is 
no weak spot in the assemblage. Boyer, giving up his roman- 
tic mantle, at least temporarily, for his first Hollywood char- 
acter role, shows that artistic integrity is its own reward by 
doing a first-rate job. Miss Smith, an Irish actress starred 
immediately by Twentieth-Century Fox because of her work 
as the palace maid in “The Mudlark,” is an attractive woman, 
and, a damaging thing to say, an intelligent actress. 


The co-feature, “MY FORBIDDEN PAST,” might be 
termed a product of the Howard Hughes school of drama, 
with his stamp becoming evident in the RKO output since 
he took over the studio. You know, with more care given 
to decollette costumes on the female stars than to sincerity 
in the play, with overly theatrical accent on colorful back- 
ground and mood, and tumid acting and direction. This one 
is laid in the New Orleans of the '90s and has Ava Gardner 
and Janis Carter getting the Hughes build-up, vying their 
handsome physical structures in a contest for a man, one 
Robert Mitchum, who saunters as dreamily through this as 
he has in his other recent vehicles. Melvyn Douglas is prodded 
into a portrayal of a meanie as dire as that of a mustache- 
twisting heavy of the old mellers. There is much talk about 
the old aristocracy, its pride, its scandalous secrets and its 
iron traditions of caste, all of which is made to seem as 
emptily phony as the interiors of the houses on the quaint 
Royal street set. And, of course, not a New Orleans accent 
in a carload of actors. Miss Gardner's sultry allure consti- 
tutes about ‘all the entertainment value in this, but, even so, 
that is no small recommendation. 


Panning the Kettles 


Marjorie Main and Percy Kilbride are an amusing com- 
bination of a caustic comedienne and a wispy, dry comic, 
when given proper material. But “MA AND PA KETTLE 
BACK ON THE FARM,” at the FOX demonstrates that they 

no longer can find that material in the Ket- 
tle series, of which this is the fourth, if you 
count “The Egg and I.” The Kettles have 
blown off all their steam, so to speak. This 
is a rehash of some of the old gags, with 
some synthetic new ones thrown in about 
discovery of “uranium” on the Kettle farm, 
a mix-up over a new grandchild and a fam- 
ily ruckus over a domineering maternal grandmother.

EN DOUGLAS MacARTHUR 

came with the Rainbow Di- 

vision to France in October, 
1917, and won practically every 
medal that the Army could be- 
stow. His bravery was brilliant. 
He fought in the Champagne- 
Marne area, and took part in the 
Aisne-Marne offensive. He was 
wounded twice, gassed once. One 
legend is that the first wound 
came because of an error in the 
high command; his troops were 
bombarded by their own artillery. 

MacArthur rose to the rank of 
brigadier general and, at last, be- 
came commander of the division 
he helped create. One of ‘his of- 
ficers for a time, though he never 
met him, was a Missourian named 
Harry Truman. He fought at St. 
Mihiel, Wouvre, and Sedan. 


Then, after the armistice, he got. 
his first taste of military occu- 
pation and the administration of 
serving 
briefly at Bonn, now the capital 


a defeated enemy. by 
of western Germany. 

Back home, he worked in the 
office of the Chief of Staff, and 
then for three years (1919-22) 
was superintendent of West Point. 
Twice he returned to the Philip- 
pines for brief tours (1923 and 
1928), and in the United States 
he successively commanded the 
IV, III, and IX Corps Areas, 
until he was appointed Chief of 
Staff in November, 1930. 

In this post he won both loyal 
friends and unrelenting enemies. 
He pressed for bigger army appro- 
priations, gave heed to the prob- 
lems of a unified command, and 
preached for mechanization, mo- 
bility, and the vital portance 
of air and armored warfare. Nor- 
mally his term would have ex- 
pired in 1934, but President 
Roosevelt kept him on till Oc- 
tober, 1935. 

Lewis Douglas, F.D.R.’s first. 
director of the budget (who many 
years later became American Am- 
bassador to London), had the job 
of paring down Government ex 
penditures 25 per cent. MacAre 
thur came to a budget hearing, 
to resist cuts in the Army appro- 
priation, and spoke for an hour 
strenuously. Then Douglas quietly 
asked him, “General, do you ex- 
pect a serious epidemic of dysen- 
tery in the U. S. Army?” 

MacArthur, taken aback, said, 
“No.” Douglas then inquired why 
his budget for toilet paper— 
among other things—was so ex- 
traordinarily high; he had gone 
through all the Army figures, and 
thought that they were padded. 
MacArthur was so furious that he 
stopped his testimony forthwith 
and bluntly left the room. A year 
or so later Douglas ran into him, 
and apologized for the way he had

Playing Canasta to Win

AGEY old-time rummy players 
C have a special technique in 

drawing from the stock. They 
take the card, mix it with their 
hands (which they hold face 
down), and shuffle the lot to- 
gether.

adding them to his hand, and had 
discovered the top card to be a 
red three, it would have stood 
without penalty and regular draw. 
But when he put the cards in his 
hand, the penalty was that the red 
three had to be given to the oppo- 
And to make matters 
worse, the opponents already had 
three red threes. This gave them 
all four—and made a difference 
of 600 points in the outcome of 
the hand. 

Well, the player still hati the 
ace, which constituted a regular 
draw with no further penalty— 
and he promptly melded his pair 
of aces and a deuce. He could 
never safely discard an ace, and 
this meld would supply a parking 
place for his partner, who might 
also be stuck with an ace that he 
couldn’t dare to discard. 


Question: I took the top discard 
to make my initial meld, then dis- 
carded, forgetting to take the rest 
of the pack. No one commented 
until after the next player drew. 
Then they wouldn't let me take 
the rest of the pack. Were they 
right? 

Answer: There is no specific 
law to cover this situation; but 
the laws do say that when you 
take the top discard the rest of 
the pile becomes part of your 
hand. This would seem to make 
it automatic, and I would rule 
that it is up to all the players in 
the game to prevent such an error 
just as, in bridge, all the players 
are charged with the duty of see- 
ing to it that the dummy does 
not revoke.

It is hardly necessary to re- 
capitulate here the story of Mac- 
Arthur in World War II. By the 
summer of 1941 practically every- 
body knew that war was coming 
—sometime. Roosevelt recalled 
him to active status as a major 
general on July 26, 1941, and pro- 
moted him to lieutenant general 
the next day, in command of all 
United States Army forces in the 
Far East; the Philippine army 
became part of the American 
command. 

MacArthur was severely embar- 
rassed by the destruction of his 
planes on Clark Field on Péarl 
Harbor day. The-Japanese caught 
him in exactly the same naked 
and exposed state as they caught 
the Americans in Hawaii, though 
he had ample warning since the 
Pearl Harbor attack had come 10 
hours before. Today the inclina- 
tion of his staff is to blame a 
subordinate officer for this botch 
and blunder. 

MacArthur himself thought 
that war was inevitable, but he 
did not expect it till the spring of 
1942, and he felt that the Jap- 
anese would probably by-pass the 
Philippines in favor of softer 
spots to the south. 

One may bring this story up 
to the present again by mention- 
ing that MacArthur has several 
times made serious blunders in 
judgment, based on faulty infor- 
mation. The attack on South 
Korea on June 25 apparently took 
him by complete surprise, and he 
thought that the Korean war was 
won after the landing at Inchon 
on Sept. 15. He told President 
Truman at their meeting on Wake 
Island a month later that the 
danger of Chinese intervention 
had passed, but the Chinese dras- 
tically fooled him.

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Bradley Defends His Ardennes Decision 


Took Calculated Risk He Would Take Again, General Asserts; His Story on Liberation of Paris

WASHINGTON, April 20. 

EN. OMAR N. BRADLEY as- 

serts in the third installment 

of his World War II memoirs 
in Life magazine today that he 
has never regretted the calculated 
risk he took in stretching his 
lines so thin in the Ardennes in 
December 1944, that it almost 
led to a disastrous defeat near 
Bastogne im the Battle of the 
Bulge. 

“Indeed were I to live through 
that decision again,” he writes, 
“I would make no other. To be 
sure it was not the safest choice 
—but had safety been the byword 
of our generalship in France, we 
might have. wintered on the Seine 
within sight of the charred skele- 
ton of Paris.” 

In today’s installment of a 
series of four articles taken from 
his forthcoming book, “A Sol- 
dier’s Story,” the present chair- 
man of the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
tells of his disputes with British 
Gen. Bernard L. Montgomery 
over Allied plans for invading 
Germany. He also describes the 
rage of the late Gen. George S. 
Patton Jr. against Gen. Dwight 


D. Eisenhower's decision to halt 


the American invasion through 
the Saar from the south so that 
Montgomery could try to cross 
the Rhine by way of the Low 
Countries in the north. 

The final installment next 
week will tell of the eventual vic- 
tory in the Ardennes forest, the 
recriminations that followed and 
the great victory on the Elbe that 
ended with meeting the Russians. 

The Missouri-born commander 
continues to give his forthright 
opinions of the _ abilities of 
American, British and French 
generals. 

After the break-out from Nor- 
mandy, the Allied armies swept 
eastward toward Paris, which 
Bradley says had become tactic- 
ally meaningless, “nothing more 
than an inkspot on our maps.” 

Nevertheless, despite the tight- 
ening of the logistical shoestring 
from the seaports to the east, the 
decision was to take Paris to 
save it from destruction by the 
Germans. 

The man who saved the French 
capital from destruction was M. 
Rauol Nordling, the Swedish 
counsul general in Paris, who 
persuaded Gen. Dietrich von 
Choltitz, commandant of the Ger- 
man garrison, to surrender to 
the Allies. Von Choltitz?; who had 
destroyed Stalingrad after the 
Germans retreated, had _ told 
Nordling, “now I shall be remem-

Lee did not increase his popu- 
larity when he moved his service 
headquarters into the finest hotels 
of Paris, which had originally 
been allotted to fighting soldiers, 
and he exploded the hair-trigger 
temper of Patton when he asked 
for several combat infantry bat- 
talions to protect his rear-area 
installations that were being pil- 
fered by black marketeers. 

Patton wrote Lee that “use of 
combat troops, particularly in- 
fantry, for any other purpose 
than killing Germans would be a 
mistake of momentous propor- 
tion.” Lee apologized. 

Bradley’s next major skirmish 
with Montgomery, by now a field 
marshal, came when the Britisher 
thought he could finish the war 
with a single deft stroke from the 
Rhine all the way to Berlin 
across the North Sea lowlands. 
This lead to the defeat at Arn- 
hem.

The bidding calls for comments 
on two counts. 

Apparently, south proceeded on 
the theory that his partner's take- 
out double of one major suit, 
spades, strongly invited a re- 
sponse in the other major, and, 
everything else being equal, this 
is a sound working principle. 
However, with a hand as weak 
and dangerous as south’s it would 
have been a good idea to leaven 
a principle with a little common 
sense! Two clubs, leaving hearts 
and diamonds “open,” was ob- 
viously the more flexible re- 
sponse. 

While thus criticizing south, 
however, it is only fair to give 
credit to east’s inspired action of 
doubling the two heart contract, 
holding as he did only 10-7-4 in 
the suit. Most players (including 
most experts) in his position, vul- 
nerable against non-vulnerable 
opponents, would think only 
about their own game prospects. 

West, with heart strength, did 
not open his singleton club; he 
wisely laid down the spade king 
“fér a look.” He then shifted to 
the club ten. Dummy’s jack was 
put in; east won and shrewdly 
shifted to trumps, right ups» to 
dummy’s major tenace. 

At this point it would have 
been an excellent idea for south 
to lead a diamond, to avoid his 
own hand of that suit, but he 
chose to “clear” clubs, and led 
dummy’s ace! The ceiling fell 
in on him! West ruffed and re- 
turned his last heart; east soon 
got in with a diamond and drew 
another round of trumps by cash- 
ing the ten. 

The long and short of it was 
that South was held to precisely 
three tricks—all in trumps—and 
thus paid out 900 points!

HE correspondent who asks 
for the origin of the old say- 


qi ing, “Put not thy hand be- 
tween the bark and the tree,” 
asks if it would be appropriate to} 
apply this to interfering between 
man and wife. The fact is that} 
more than 300 years ago a col-| 
lector of proverbs gave this pred 
exactly such definitions. In the 


famous “Scottish Proverbs” 
James Kelly, published in 1721, 


we find the following: 


“Proverb 200: It is ill meddling | 
between the bark and the rind.” 


(This is followed,by Kelly’s defini- 
tion): “It is a troublesome and 
thankless office to concern our- 
selves in the jars and outfalls of 
near relations, as man and wife, 
parents and children.” 

The saying did not originate 
with Kelly. It was a common 
proverb almost two centuries 
earlier, when John Heywood list- 
ed it in his collection of popular 
English sayings. Heywood wrote: 

“It were a foly for mee to put 
my,hande betweene the barke 
and the tree.’”
